In  line  with  the  nationwide  "Revolution”  in  mathematics,  the 
McLean  High  School  Mathematics  Department  is  in  the  process 
of  revising  all  of  its  mathematics  courses.  The  curriculum  follows 
the  recommendations  of  the  School  Mathematics  Study  Group 
sponsored  by  Yale  and  Stanford  Universities.  This  year  the 
courses  revised  were  Algebra  1,  geometry,  which  includes  solid  as 
well  as  plane.  General  math  9,  General  math  10,  functions  and  mat¬ 
rices.  Next  year  the  revision  will  be  completed  by  the  addition  of 
Intermediate  mathematics  which  replaces  Algebra  II  and  includes 
Trigonometry.  In  addition  to  the  revised  courses  offered  this 
year,  there  were  programs  in  Trigonometry,  Solid  Geometry,  and 
Senior  Math.
